The World’s Columbian Exposition - Chicago 1893 





716,881 people attended the World’s Columbian Exposition for "Chicago Day," 
October 9, 1893. This day commemorated the anniversary of the Great Chicago 
Fire of 1871. 


The World’s Columbian Exposition, celebrating the 400th anniversary of Christopher 
Columbus’ landing in America, was actually held in 1893, a year later than had been 
planned. New York City, Washington, D.C., St.Louis, and Chicago had all wanted to 
host the fair and the loud and lively competition occurred caused the editor of the New 
York Sun to dub Chicago "that windy city." 
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Chicago finally won out and, on April 25, 1890, President Benj jamin Harrison signed 
the act which designated Chicago as the site of the Exposition. It took three years of 
preparation and hard work to produce the Exposition. Although dedication 
ceremonies were held on October 21, 1892, the fair grounds were not opened to the 
public until May 1, 1893. The Exposition closed on October 30, 1893. 


The World’s Columbian Exposition - The Grounds 


The Exposition occupied 630 acres in Jackson Park and the Midway. The main site 
was bounded by Stony Island Avenue on the west, 67th Street on the south, Lake 
Michigan on the east, and 56th Street on the north. The Midway Plaisance, a narrow 
strip of land between 59th and 60th streets, extends west from Stony Island to Cottage

Frederick Law Olmsted, America’s most famous landscape architect, was responsible 
for laying out the fairgrounds. Jackson Park was the product of that effort and is still 


one of Chicago’s most beautiful parks. 


A distinguished group of architects designed the Exposition’s buildings under the 
supervision of Daniel H. Burnham. Sophie Hayden, the first woman awarded a degree 
in architecture from the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, designed the famous

The buildings housed sixty-five exhibits in tune with the theme they represented. Some 
of the more popular exhibits were curiosities rather than serious displays of 
technology and progress. They included an eleven-ton cheese and a 1,500 pound 
chocolate Venus de Milo in the Hall of Agriculture and a seventy-foot-high tower of 
light bulbs in the Electricity Building. 


The World’s Columbian Exposition - The Midway 





The Columbian Exposition was the first world’s fair with a separate amusement area. 
The noisy and distracting attractions were concentrated on the Midway so they didn’t 
disturb the park-like atmosphere of the rest of the Exposition. The Midway’s features 
ranged from a replica ''Street in Cairo" to carnival rides. The "Street in Cairo," one 
of the first amusements to introduce exotic dancing to America, was the most 
successful Midway attraction. The world’s first Ferris Wheel, invented by George W. 
Ferris, was also on the Midway. The 250-foot high steel structure had 36 cars carrying 
60 persons each. 
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The Ferris Wheel dominated all the buildings “7 = oe 2 
around it.
